Once Occupied Theater Site. 

Trinity church originally stood on 
the site of the present Illinois theater.

company.

PLUMB OFFERS 
HIS PLAN FOR 
INDUSTRY 
Asks Triple Control 
of Every Branch. 


| Washington, D. C., Jan. 7.—A Plumb 
plan for’ ali American industry, mod- 
eled after the plan of the same name 
for the railroads, has been prepared. 
Copies of the plan, captioned “An 
Industrial Program by Glenn JB. 
Plumb,” are being circulated in Wash, 
ington, some of them in government 
circles. ~ 

The plan proposes for all American 
industry the system of tripartite con- 
trol advanced some time ago with the 
backing of the railroad brotherhoods, 
and which it has been announced would 
be made an issue at the elections, It 
‘proposes practically the same division 
of representation for capital, labor and 

“Four Classes of Industry.” 

Industry is classed into 
sions in this way: 

1. Those “ individualistic in owner- 
ship and operation, including the farm- 
er and the small artisan, contractor 
and manufacturer, who is both capi- 
talist, laborer and consumer.” 

2. All industries “formerly individ 
ualistic, but which through — 
tion have so developed that ewnershtp | 
is separated from labor and concerns 
itself only in direction and supervision 
of production, in which it engages the 
efforts of others who have no share in 
ownership.” 

3. Industries “based upon a grant 
from society in the shape of a fran- 
chise, grant of privilege or monopoly.” 
In this division are included all pub- 
lic service corporations except those 
engaged in interstate commerce, and 
all natural resources. 

4. Railroads and commercial trans- 
portation facilities. 

Defines “ Public Interest.” 

“Public interest” is defined in the 
plan as follows: 

It is the right of the public to ob- 
tain better, cheaper, of more products 
or service at a lower cost. The con- 
etitution denies the public power to 
deprive the owner of his investment 
or of a fair return on such in 
ment. If society pays more than this 
amount, which the owner retains as a 
profit, society pays more than it law. 
fully is required to pay.” 

Under the heading “ rights of labor” 
the plan declares that the measure of 
what a workman shall receive de- 
pends entirely on the amount in value 
of service which he gives.“ 

How Division Is Made. 

“To correct this system,” says the 
plan, “there must be absolute equal- 
ity between the three interests—the 
public, capital, labor. 

“Society shall receive profits in the 
shape of better, cheaper, and more 
service. 

“Capital shall receive guaranteed

GAIN CONTROL 
THE WHOLE 


Denikine Is Routed: 
Caucasus Cut Off. 


(By Cable te The Chicago Tribune.) 


LONDON, Jan. 7.—Dispatches from 
Russia indicate that the bolsheviki 
have completely broken and scattered 
the armies which have been opposing 


the Caucasus region off from Russia 
proper and also have won the way to 
the north shore of the Black sea to 


The armies which were led by Gen. 
Denikine appear to have been smashed. 
ven the fate of Denikine seems to 
be in some doubt. Some dispatches 


caused his retirement, he being suc- 
ceeded by Gen. Romanovsky. Others 
say he still is in command. 


Capture British Material. 

It is known, however, that the Den- 
kine forces are in full flight. Some 
of his troops are reported to have 
taken ships at the Black sea ports in 
flight to Turkey. | 

A Moscow dispatch received tonight 
tells of the capture by the Reds of 
Taganrod, which had been the bead 
quarters of Denikine’s army. The bol- 
shevik cavalry is reported to have en- 
tered the city oh Tuesday. The mate- 
Mal “Which they captured included 
tanks, heavy cannon, and other mate- 
Hal which had been furnished their 
enemies by the British government. 

Taganrod lies at the northeastern 
arm of the Sea of Azov, and its cap- 
ture, in connection with the sweep of 
the Red armies eastward in Stravrapol, 
means the isolation of the Caucasus 
from Russia and grave peril to the 
Black sea ports. 


“Our troops have reached the coast 
to the east and west of Mariupol (ov- 
ernment of Ekaterinosiav) in the 
course of the operations in the Don 
basin. The booty captured by a single 
one of our divisions amounted to 4,000 
prisoners, 220 guns, four tanke, four 
armored trains, and an aviation base. 
In the Sarepta region the captures in- 
cluded 1,000 wagons, twenty locomo- 
tives, and three armored trains.” 
ASSAILS DENIKINE ARMY. 

New York, Jan. 7--The army af 
Gen. Denikine is characterized as a 
“bloodthirsty rabble,” guilty of “ brut- 
ish outrages,” and a“ mob which revels 
in the most abominable crimes and 
shrinks back from no infamy,” in a 
communication written by Dr. Max 
Nordau, Jewish publicist and leader, 
and made public here tonight by Ber- 
nard G. Richards of the American Jew- 
ish congress. 

The communication of Dr. Nordau, 
who is in England, is a protest against 
reported pogroms in Ukrainia and an 
appeal in behalf of the survivors. 

“There are no words to describe! 
the terrifying situation of our unhappy 
brothers exposed defenseless to the 
furious, murderous, armed mob,” said 
the letter. “We have not sufficient 
tears to weep for the tens of thousands 
of our people who have been cold blood- 
edly murdered after unspeakable tor- 
tures.”

WORKING UNCLE SAM. 

Herbert Hoover's pointed remarks on the Bu- 
ropéan relief situation appeal to us as the most 
important contribution which could be made to 
the formation of American policy at this moment. 

No man in America, probably no man in the 
world, has so broad a first hand knowledge of Bu- 
ropean needs and conditions as Mr. Hoover. He 
has been over the ground time and again. He 
has dealt with the men in control. He knows them. 
He knows their temper, their character, their in- 
terests. He knows the conditions each has to 
deal with, both political and economic, local and 
international. He knows their resources and their 
ambitions. 
In this important respect, therefore, America 
has the best advice, and we hope will be governed 
by it. There are special interests in the United 
States of a fihafitial and of a social character 
which do not run parallel with the national in- 
terest. We do not want our policy to be influ- 
enced by them. We have at Washington a dispo- 
sition to consider our interests secondary to no- 
tions of international harmony, a harmony to be 
purchased solely at our expensé by the sacrifice 
of American interests. 
Mr. Hoover suggests that the 70,000,000 Euro- 
peans who were not in the War have a responsi- 
bility as great as ours for the relief of their 
stricken neighbors. He points out that Poland. 
for etample, is a defense from the Red peril for 
these 70,000,000 as well as for the rest of us.

EXERCISING AFTER 30. 
GENTLEMAN wishes to know 
what 4 man over 30 can do for 
exercise in cold weather. Golf 
is no longer possible, since he 
cannot afford Florida’ or California. ‘Hs 
has tried exercising in the bathroom and 
finds that it does not suit him. There 
are people who can stiek to bathroom 
exercises, but they are few in number. 
For such men I know of no exercise 
that is bettef than volley ball. The term 
“volley " conveyed to my mind a vio- 
lent outburst, something swift and hard, 
and in consequence I was not prepared 
to find volley ball an old man's game. 
Then I attended a volbey ball match in 
whieh the players wtre bald, gray, epin- 
dle shanked, and sbavined. 1 then 
learned that the term volley had 
been borrowed from tennis and cricket 
and npt from army rifle fife. 


~- 

In volley ball the trick is to. pass the 
ball across a net like a tennis net sus- 
pended seven feet six inches above the 
floor and have it fall within the limits 
of the court. The ball is twenty-six to 
‘twenty-seven inches in circumference 
and weighs sevén to nine ounces. It 13 
pushed with the hands. Since the entire 
court is 35x60 feet and twelve or more 
meh, at least six to a side, guard it, no 
player ig called upon to run far or jump 
hard. e ball is light and there is no 
great mi¥scle strain in returning it. In 
the maim it is struck when it is more 
Than -five feet above the ground. Very 
little bending is required. 

Enough has been said to indicate that 
it is not a game which increases blood

suggest a menu for thrée meals in one 
day that a man who wishes to follow 
above advice can eat. This is sure 4 
case of not knowing ‘ wotinéll’ to eat 
and where a whole lot of fellers certain- 
ly need a friend.“ 
REPLY. 
I never have advised all men over 50 to eat 
no meat. I frequently have advised people 
approaching old age to eat sparingly of 
ment. Having corrected the statement in the 
interest of others, as well as myself, I am 
ready to answer your question. If s person 
over 50 is more menaced by fat than by high 
blood pressure, he should eat a diet low in 
starch au sugar. If, of the other hand, he 
is menaced more by high bigtd pressures. re 
duction of proteins, and especially purins, 


greatly menaced both by fat and by arterio- 
aclefosis he can be.dieted so as to reduce both 
weight and blood pressure, but to do 80 will 
require personal service and control by some 
one experienced in dieting. In other words, the 
person concerned can handle a simple situa- 
tion satisfactorily. A complicated situation 
will be beyond his capacity.
